An endeavor has 
already been made in these colmuns to 
give a fair and impartial view of the sub- 
ject and to remove any narrow minded 
prejudices which might exist in regard to 
it. Wo have since heard it gravely di»- 
ouHHcd v.'liether property owners on Yates 
street were goinij to receive any of tlioso 

i;..;. ; paramount advantages from tlio proposed 
' improvement which have been alloted to 
them in advance by those whose interests 
wight Uo in 6ther portions ' of the city . 
Tho oxtcnsiori of Yates street, as already 
stated, must therefure he looked upon aa 

. a general iuiproveinent, and it^ benefits 

V' - as not confmod to any particular class in 

'■: the community. There are nevertheless 
thoBo who oppose it with reason, for tho 
loss or, even circumscribed area of a cow 
pasture is not to be treated as a small mut- 
ter near a city where free grazing lands 
are scarce, and cows trusted to their own 
diacrotioli on the Iiighway are not only 
liable to come within tlio purview of the 
romoraeloss pound- keeper, but to tender 
their owners footsore by reason of tlio 
long walks they tiiko guided by their own 

4 appetites rather than the convenience of 
those who have to walk after thorn. Un- 
der such circumstances an anxiety to keep 
tho school reserve intact is not to be won- 
dered at, for whiit would bo the gooc^jOf 
it when "its ujwfulness was gone i" 
What are the advantoges of ward scliools 
in comparison with the loss of those uae- 
' ful "object lessons" on tho cow which 
tho children will sustain T Looking at 
the school reHiii vo question seriously, the 
reasons for its preservation belong rather 
to tho past than the ^jresent or tho future 
— as niacossity will dictate the increase of 
district schools in different portions of the 
city, and those about to l>e established at 

i . ■ James Bay am! or. .r.-;I;n3on street (the 
latter being equally convenient for two 
wards) can only be regarded as tho com- 
mencement of a series whicli must in time 
comprise others in different localities 
which will he erected as occasion re 
quires. It luw been aasertcd by a cor- 
respondent ill yesterday's issue that the 
present acluml reserve would be unsuit- 
able even as tiie site of a provincial uni- 
versity, as a far Icsh valuable site would 
serve the purpose equally well; and it 
might bo added that a rea.sonablc dis- 
tance from the city would rather be an 
advantage than otherwise. It may be 
concluded, ttien, that (liere is as little 
reason hift f(jr seuliinout regarding tlie 
school reserve as L'ucm is for argumonts 
in favor of its practical utility. It ifi es- 
sentially a thing of the past and like many 
other tilings in Victoria must bo number- 
ed with tho past, unless the city itself 
should fail to develop that career of pro- 
gress and prosperity which no man would 
like to believe was a visionary dream. 
Though now ide.rs are slow and painful in 

'C their inception they eventually claim the 
right of way, and after a start has been 
made the advantages of tlie new order of 
tilings become so apparent that people can 
only wonder that they were not brought 
about before. A curious instance of this, 
and one tliat may betaken as an ahnost 
parallel case to that of tho Yates street 
oxtenaion, is that of the new wharf at 
Shoal Point, which to-diiy extends its 
long perspective seaward. Tho idea ori- 
ginated years ago; but, was long opposed 
under tho impression that it would cause 
a depreciation of the city front property, 
or thap it would be blown away, and for 
many other supposed pertinent reasons. 
But to-day the wharf la.an accbmpliahed 
fact, as the inception of a veritable outer 
harbor, which promises to give the city 
iho.ic desired advantages, which hitherto 
had only belonged to Esquimalt. Yet 
the value of property in Victoria and Es- 
([uimalt has not depreciated, nor is it 
likoly that the wharf will be blown away. 
The crisis has boon ])as3ed and the coun- 
try ia still safe. So. it will be with the 
Yale.s street e.xteiision and other im- 
]uovement8; they may bo opposed and 
retarded, but they will have their way, 
iiilid jpeople,,will come to wonder why eo. 
' much sentiment was expended on a cow 
])aature, and why they endured ao long 
tho inconvenionco of aending small chil- 
dren to school two miles in the rain; or 
worso still, that of keeping them at 
homo. They will also be convinced that 

' streets which have no outlet, though they 
have a picturesijueand suburban air, are 
not 30 convenient as those where people 
have not to travel the same ground twice 
over to get out of them, and that tho 
streets of a city properly laid out and im- 
proved by timely extension add much tn 

'~ its attractiveneas, .and to the value of tho 
property within it. The ratepayers have 
now had the Bubject fully laid before 
them; the desirability and common sense

THE CnANNEL TUNNEL. 

■ ' ' Some intoresting facts concerning tho 
Channel Tunnel have been elicited nt tlie 
enquiry of tho Joint Coramittoo of tho 
Imperial Parliament upon the expodioncy 
of constructing it. From tho evidence it 
appear that the gradient for tho first five 
miles would he one in 80. With this 
gradient at the entrance it would. bo pos- 
sible to riiri hourly four passepgter trains 
of twelve coaches carrying, ft maximum 
number of 400 passoifgera atjasp^eS of 55 
miles per hour. Goods trains of 20 wag- 
gons carrying 100 tons could run .It the 
maximum speed of 25 miles per hour. 
The. lino will bo operated on the block 
tole^rapb'i station system, and perfect 
ventilation would h.avti to bo accomplished. 
Tho block signal stations would have to 
be placed at. six milos apart. The esti- 
mated carrying capacity of the tininel is 
40 passenger trains and 40 goods trains 
■ por day of 24 hours, which would give a 
toial oE C,000,(X)0 passengers and 1,600,- 
000 tons of goods per annum. Thoao' 
figures would probably have to.be reduc- 
ed to 5,000.000 passengers and 1,1350,000 
tons of goods, in consequence of tho 
necessity for making repairs, and to al- 
low tor delays owing to acoidonti. The.
